CHINA DISCORD. 


If, as now seems likely, the Can- 
ton peace delexation returns South’ 
without having accomplished any- 
thing, al) hopes of peace in Chinn 
in the nédr future will be dashed 
to the ground, Looking 
situation, following Chipng Kni- 
shek's latest outburst, the prospects 
nve that there will be a reversion 
to the state of affairs which existed 
before the delegation went North. 
In one sense, recent’ developments 
have een reminiscent of happen- 
ings in England. where, at a time 
of crisis, a National Government, 
in which all parties are represented, 
has been created. It was hoped 
that the Canton-Nanking dotibera- 
tions might. result in such a re- 
organisation of the central adminis- 


tration as to include all etements of | 


the Kuomintang Party, so that the 


i nation might present a united front 


against Japan. Unhappily, the 
likelihood of such an ‘out-turn of 
events is now remote, 

Looked at retrospectively, it 
would appear that the Canton dele- 
yates were rather too optimistic of 
the reaulta of their trek north: 
wards, They will possibly argue, 
tnd with some show of reason, that 
they huve been tricked by Nanking. 
From the very creation of the Can- 
{on Government, they insisted on

aignation of Chiatig: Kai-shek as the 
head of the Government.

Nanking’s pnat actions to’ risk g0- 
ing back’ to the capital, The ex- 
periences of Hu Han-min and TF 
Chat-sum are oll too fresh in their 
memory. ; 

‘As events are developing, the 
Cantonese leaders: might well turt 
Chiang's allegation of insincerity 
back on himself, But whoever is 
to blame, dt is most regrettable that 
“Chinw’s leaders cannot sink their 
personal prejudices and unite for 
the common good of the country. 
It is this failure to co-operate which 
has been at the root of many of 
Chinws troubles in the past. Those 
who had expected the present 
negotiations to result in a quick 
settlement cannot have realised the 
innumerable obstacles In the way 
of an adjustment between the con- 
ficting elements In the Kuomin- 
tang. The whole history of the 
Party has been a aries of recurring 
diferences between opposing 
groups; in such clreumatances, it 
would have been amazing had these 
differences’ béen rendily composed. 
As things are, we are back again to 
the old. position, with no progress 
whatever to be reported. The de- 
velopment ts to be deplored, but it 
cannot be said to be altogether un- 
expected, 


Fighting Small-pox, 


‘Ty most people, the days oof 
active opposition to medical agita- 
tion for universal application of 
yaccination,. a8 4 preventive to 
dmall-pox, are past. Medical 
science haa proved itself right, 
and the wise person has discarded 
his Mogical arguments aycninst such 
treatment, recognising, 4s he does, 
the necessity of it. It is there- 
fore doubly peculiar that a super- 
hygienic and medically-advanced 
country such as the United States 


should, at the present time, be in- 


grave danger — of small-pox epi- 
demica. Such, however, in the 
case, If the warning issued to the 
American Public Health Association 
by a Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company expert, is to be taken 
seriously. The trouble, it seems, 
is that in many - neiyhbourhoods 
there is atlly strong public senti- 
ment against vaccination. it is 
precisely in these, districts that 
small-pox is most prevalent, while 
it ig noteworthy that’ the most 
thickly-poptlated eastern States 
have the fewest cases of the 
disease. Here, in Hongkong, the 
scourge has been systematically 
fought for years, and-the succeed 
ing annual reports of the Medical 
Departments go to show how suc- 
cessful that “war” is proving. 
Under the Vaceination Ordinance 
No. 12 of 1923, all Public Vaccina- 
tors aire under the control of the 
Director or Medical ‘and Sanitary 
Services,. who is the Superintend- 
ent of Vaccination, As Royistrar- 
of Births and Deaths, the Head of 
the Sanitary Department ‘Is also 
responsible for ensuring the vac- 
sination of all children whose 
births are registered in Hongkong.

Hlowever, itis known on high au- 
thority that any proposal for the 
United States to give up the gold 
standard would be looked upon as a 
blow not only to American prestige, 
but as a serious impediment to 
world economic recovery,

"Even if Germany were able to 
raise nnd to tranafer m money 
trananction it would only further 
unbalance the monetary aituation, 
and so it is now geners hy believed 
that the amount-that Germany will 
be asked to pay will be within the 
compass of the unconditional an- 
nuifies, and that a large propor- 
tion of it will be payable in kind. 
For that purpose, the joint 
economic committee arranged dur- 
ing the Berlin visit should prove 
a serviceable medium. 

“The first problem that = muat 
squarely be faced—and this really 
concerns Britain and the United 
States more closely than France— 
is how German, solvency is to be 
maintained when the short term 
credits become due for payment. 
The success of any method muat 
really depend firat and foremost 
upon the establishment of Franco- 
German relations on a basis of 
mutual confidence. In so far as 
that js the nim of M. Laval, he 
will have the cordial sympathy and 
support of British opinion, public 
and ofMficial.

HY deg. 38 BE, This position wan fix- 
ed by observation of the sun, 

He altered the course of the vessel 
te north by west at 1 p.m. and pro- 
conded at eight knots an, hour, The 
Chief Oflcer was in charge of tha 
bridge from noon until 4 p.m. Wit. 
ness was on the bridge till about 
1 pm, when he went down. At 
i pm. the Secpnd Mate relieved the 
Chief Officer. Witness went to tho 
bridge at few minutes after 4 p.m. 
The wenther was cloudy, inclined to 
rain. There was no sun, and he could 
not take their position, He asked the 
Second Mate to herp a look-out for 
Innd and report immediately. At 
§.45 p.m. the Second Mate reported 
land to the north, Witness went on 
the bridge and snw Innd-to the north. 
He took the benring and noted the 
poattion on the chart.

When the vessel stranded he fat 
the’engines full astern, and catied for 
the Chief Officer_and asked him to 
sound the ship. The Chief Officer re- 
porled that the vessel was making 
whter in the forepeak and in the 
No. 1 tnnk, At tho time of strand- 
ing tho tide was a quarter ebb—spring 
tide. He tried the engines to test if 
the vessel was hard fast or not.

Tho history of yachting in 
Hongkony goes back almost as far 
as the history of the Colony,’ In 
the “forties” of the Inst century 
yachting waa still in its infancy 
In Englnnd, The Royal Yacht 


Squadron dates from 1812: it was 
‘Tthen called the Yacht Club, later 


the Royal Yacht Club, but no re- 
gular Regatta: was held until 
several years Iater, The Royal 
Thamea Yacht Club was founded 
in 3828, the Royal Northern on 
the Clyde in 1824, and the Royal 
Western at Plymouth in 1827, 

It Is, therefore, interesting to 
find that in 1849, Just eight years 
after the Colony was ceded to 
Great Britain, and at a tima when 
{ta resources were very limited, 
the Victoria Regatta Club held its 
first meeting. 


Canton Started First. 


The Canton Regatta Club 8 
formed, however, in 18937, apd 
races were held that year, andin 
1838, in Macao Roads, 80 that 
Hongkong was not first in tho fleld 
in these waters and { hope you 
will excuac the mixing of the 
metaphor. 

Six cutter rigged yachts com- 
peted in. the first raco of .the 
Victoria Regatta Club in 1849, and 
there were nine entries the follow. 
ing year for a cup presented by 


‘the Governor, Mr. Bonham. 


The ‘cup was again raced for 
in 1853, but there Is no record of 
yacht races thercafter until 1862. 


4 Harbour races were held that year 


and in 1863. ° 

Tho firat recorded raco outside 
Harbour limits was in 1864, the 
course ‘being round the faland of 
Hongkong to starboard, that is, 
starting to the Enatward vin Lyee- 
mun. This wo atill consider one

Douglas Challenge Cup. 


In 1866, the Douglas Challenge 
Cup, presented by Messrs. Douglas 


‘Lapraik and Co, was raced for, 


and to quote Sir Henry May from 


the 


his book, Ytehting in Hongkong: 


“Ags long as racing in large yachts 
continued, it was the most coveted 
of all prizes.” The first, Douglas 
Cup waa won outright by the 
“Mayflower” with two consecutive 
wins in 1866 and 1867, The 
second Douglas .Challenge Cup 
was raced for in 1868, the course 
being round a mark-boat' off Macao 
and back, passing to the South of 
Lantao, n distance of about 70 
miles. The cutter “Wave” was 
the winner, and her thme was 21 
hours. 


On thls occasion the River 
Steamer White Cloud was char 
tered by membcra of the Regatta 
Club to view the race, which shows 
the keen interest taken In these 
events, in what our old friend 
Trader Horne called “the enrlies.” 

In 1869 the time for the Macao 
Race was 18 hours 50 minutes, but 
the best time recorded was in 
1875, by Nalad—12 hours 31 
minutes, 

The yachts In these days were 
larger than we havo to-day.

Most of you are familfar. with 
the Chinese rigged yachts of the 
ao-called Lorcha type, which were 
mostly built In-the 90’s. These 
ara yery able handy craft, | 
although ixsy have not proved so 
fast in windward work as the 
cutter or sloop rigged boats,’ but 
tho Chines¢ rig haa not been tried, 
so far ag I know, on a properly 
designed modern hull, 

. In pre-war days, I had the privi- 
lege of racing Tavy, owned by 
the Ward Room Officers of 11.M.8. 
Tamar’ for one season, and 
Miranda, then owned ‘by Mr. 
Hall Brutton, the following year, 
and [ have a very warm spot in my |' 
heart for the Chinese Rig. 

The Royal Hongkong Yacht 
Club now has over 20° crufsing 
yachts registered, ranging ih size 
from the famqua old cutter La 
Cigale, designed*and built by Mr. 
Robert Cooke, of the Hongkong 
and Whampao Dock Co., down to 
boats of about 3 tons. 


Sailing Club Formed. 


In 1889, the Hongkong 
Corinthian Sailing Club was form- 
ed and thirteen boats, ranging 
from 14’ 2” to 20’ on the waterline, 
wore registered. : 

Among the boat owners whose 
namea will. be familiar to many of 
you, we find A. H, Ough,-A, Deni- 
son, EB. M. Hazeland and Messrs, 
Hastings and Pollock. 

Mr. Boart was elected President, 
Mr. Denison, “Captain,” and Messrs, 
Hazeland and Ough, “Mates.” .. 

During the next few years there 
was much activity, more bonts 
were built, and owners began 
aending ‘to England. for designs 
and sails, ; 

Several very successful craft 
wore deslgned by Mr. Denison, 
who was also an expert helms- 
man. : 

In 1898-.application was made 
to the Admiralty for permission 
to-call the Yacht Club the Royal 
Hongkong Yacht Club, and to fly 
the Blue Ensign. In due course 
necessary Warrant 
received, 

In 1896, Mr. F. H. May, later 
Sir Henry May, was elected Com- 
modore, and held the positfon con- 
tinuously until 1904. In 1906 and 
1907 he again served as Commo- 
dore. Sir Henry was aa keen a 
helmsman as ever handled a tiller 
in these waters, and, many a 

chtsman got his first taste for 

he snort by being ordered, or

Meagurer’s Strenuous Job. 


Races at that period were very 
closely contested, and a deal of 
stron® language was used over 
protests for alleged infringements 
of the rules.

Hongkong Cost Reasonable. 

In Hongkong tho cost of yacht 
building. is very reasonable and

Royal Hongkong Yacht Club has

Club, tho Port: Swettenham—Yacht 
Club and ¢ sailing chib:in Durban, 
South Africa. a 

. Several boats have gone -to the 
Pacifle Coast and periodically some 
of the old “shellback”, with o 
knowledge of value in boat build 
ing, turns up here to have his 
dream ship buflt, and takes her to 
“furrin porta”. 

To those of us who anil boats, it 
js astonishing that yachting is not 
more genera] in Hongkong.

Typhoon Incident. . 


Some. years ago a yacht was lost 
on the North side of Stonccutters 
Island in a typhoon. The black 
signal went up after she anchored, 
but there were prospects of a 
cheerful evening .on shore, and 
Causewny Bay Shelter seemed 
much Jess attractive. 

With the freshening wind, the 
mudhook dragged, so a sccond an- 
chor was dropped, but as the blow 
inereased, and she atill dragged, 
the enables were veered until the 
stapies in the chain locker were 
sharing the. strain, but: with no 
better results. When sail was 
made In an attempt to claw off the 
Yee shore “Rude' Boreas” made 
short work of the canvas. 

Here was a fine predicament; no 
one to put up a word of prayer, no 
bugiler to sound the sanve qui peut 
so the No, 1 boat boy produced a 
round of gin and bitters, complete 
with salver, which helped ao lot. 

Further stimulants were par: 
taken of in anticipation of the 
awful bump to come, and just as 
the ship struck a rock and went 
to pieces, the faithful boy pro- 
duced the tast round, still all cor- 
rect on salver, In accordance with 
“olo custom.” * 

After a scramble ashoro through 
the surf, tho rest of the evening 
was spent joyfully and comfort- 
ably at the Range Mesa.
